In these circumstances, with the

The argu- 
ments for making them tax exempt 
are persuasive and conclusive to 
many statesmen. 

The constitutional amendment 
permitting the Federal government 
to tax the securities of States and 
of municipalities within the States, 
and reciprocally permitting the 
States to tax the securities of the 
Federal government, is lying in the 
Judiciary Committee of tha Senate, 
and on inquiry I learn that it is 
likely to continue to lie there un-

Epochal events are like opportunity; 
they have a way of stealing upon us when
